PARAKEET EARNS PLOVER PROTECTION 

The Hamptons’ Police Department 
Environmental Squad (HPDES) sent out an 
urgent bulletin on Monday to let citizens know 
that anyone harming Bobby—the famous 
budgerigar parakeet who gained a massive 
YouTube following this year after he began 
nesting with piping plovers in Sagaponack— 
would be charged as if they were harming the 
protected birds with whom he lives. 

According to the bulletin, it has been ruled that 
Bobby identifies as a piping plover and should 
therefore be allowed all the rights and protections 
of his chosen species. “It is unprecedented to find 
a parakeet so naturally identifying as a piping 
plover, and it is our belief that Bobby truly is 
what his actions prove him to be,” the HPDES 

findings conclude. 

Piping plovers are a threatened species on the 
Atlantic Coast. Harming or interfering with these 
birds or one of their eggs can earn violators up 
to six months in prison and fines to the tune 

_of $25,000. Bobby, who must have escaped 
captivity from a local home last summer, is 


hard to miss among his plover 
brethren thanks to the tropical 
bird’s green, yellow and black 
plumage. “If you see him, don’t 
try to catch him,” police said. 
“Stay away, if you know what’s 
good for you.”

Ronson pulled the department’s Virginia-class

Actually, it’s not, Hamptons 
PD spokesman Rex Gallant 
told reporters on Wednesday, 
while assuring everyone 
that internal affairs agents 
are checking the veracity of 
all accusations made against 
Chief Ronson.

Two Encounters on Cartwright Island in Gardiners Bay

S omeone asked me the other day if I could give 
an example of how things have changed in 
the Hamptons from years ago. 

What sprang immediately to my mind was a 
party I went to on a tiny island in Gardiners Bay 
when I was in my 20s, and how that compared 
to what happened on this same island recently 
when some people tried to have a party there. 

The island in question is called Cartwright 
Island. Gardiners Island is two miles north of 
this tiny island, and the mainland at Barnes 
Landing is two miles to the south. You get there 
by paddleboard or, by dropping anchor, by boat. 
From east to west it’s about a hundred feet 
across. From north to south it’s about 400 feet. 
There are low dunes and beach grass. 

In the summer of 2018, Rod Richardson 
and his family were paddle boarding in 
the bay near Cartwright Island. Paddling along, 
they encountered several families in four 
boats going the other way who, as they passed 
the Richardsons, said they’d just been told 
by security people that they could not use the 
Cartwright Island beach. 

Richardson and his family continued on 
anyway. And when they got to the island and he 
came ashore, Richardson had an encounter with 
the security people. At a certain point, Richardson 
pulled up two NO TRESPASSING signs out of the 
ground. Marine Patrol had by now been called. 
When the patrol arrived, they told Richardson 
that Cartwright Island was part of Gardiners 
Island and gave Richardson two summonses— 
one for third-degree criminal tampering and 


the other for trespassing, The East Hampton 
Star reported. 

Richardson fought these summonses into 2019 
and ultimately lost. His last line of defense was 
asking for the East Hampton Trustees to help. 
The Trustees are empowered to protect public 
beach access. The Trustees hired Steve Boerner, a 
local historian, to look into the matter and make 
a report on whether Cartwright is public or part 
of Gardiners, and after Boerner made his report 
Saying yes, it is part of Gardiners, the Trustees 
indicated there was nothing they could do. 

So no, you can’t sit on the beach at Cartwright 
Island. Not anymore, anyway. 

The party I went to on that little island took 
place 40 days after Neil Armstrong landed on the 
moon in July 1969. There were about a hundred 
of us, and we were there without permission of 
the Gardiners. As always when we’d picnic there, 
we just went. 

On that island, two men had spent three 
months building a 15-foot-tall steel sculpture, 
LUNAR SUITE 1. The party was to celebrate that 
fact—a gallery opening. 

Caviar, cheese, crackers and champagne 
were there. A band played. Everyone was in a 
celebratory mood. We watched the sunset. A 
reporter from Newsday interviewed the two 
sculptors. One was Bob Dhaemers, a professor 
at Mills College. The other was Ronnie de Rosa, 
a Manhattan-based commercial artist. They said 
they’d been camping out there with their wives in 
May when they got the idea to build such a thing. 
They came back with propane blowtorches and 
pieces of steel, and after three months, this was 
the result. 


At one point, a small Piper Cub airplane 
circled over the beach. People thought it was 
just buzzing them for fun, but then it circled 
low and came in for.a landing. People shouted 
for everyone to get back from the beach, and 
so in came the poe and, light as a feather to 
land there. 

“Get these folks some champagne,” partygoers 
shouted as three passengers hopped: out, smiling 
and waving. 

Newsday asked the two men if the sculpture 
was for sale—Dhaemers said yes and Da Rose 
said no. Well, whatever. 

King Charles II of England issued a Proprietor’ S 
Patent to Lion Gardiner in 1639 after that 
gentleman showed he had a signed deed from 
the Montaukett Chief Wyandanch. Early maps 
show: Gardiners Island, with a one-mile- 
long tail to the north and the two-mile-long 
tail to Cartwright. The patent gave that 
first Gardiner rights similar to those given 
to the Towns’ of Southampton and 
East Hampton, who came a few years after 
Gardiner landed. 

Sea level rise often puts the tails underwater. 
But the ownership is there. According to the 
Gardiners Island security people, it was reported, 
the offshore ownership extended off the main 
island for as far as an ox could walk without 
getting his belly wet. 

LUNAR SUITE 1 remained on the island for 
many months and no one objected to it, except 
for members of the Barnes Landing Association 
on the mainland, who said it spoiled their 
sea view.

RAINY DAY GLAMPING AT CEDAR POINT PARK LAST JUNE

iy ast spring, I was told by a wealthy Hamptons 
resident that a Brooklyn firm was about to 
take over a part of Cedar Point Park and charge 
campers $300 per night for accommodations 
in a luxury tent. As a lawyer, he was concerned 
about it. For half a century or more, part of this 
607-acre county park has been used as a camping 
facility, with sites available for $40 a night, and it 
seemed in recent years to be failing. The country 
store inside this park has been closed for the 
past three years and so campers have no place 
for last minute purchases anymore. Maintenance 
work on the facility is poor. And now some New 
Yorkers were muscling in and taking over a 
clearing in the park right facing out onto the bay 
where the old camping community might not be 
able to go. There was such a thing as running 
a private for-profit business in a public park— 
they call it a concession—but he wondered if the

county was being properly compensated for this. 

I’ve known Dick White as a friend since we 
were both teenagers. He lives in Montauk and 
has been on the County Park Commission for a 
dozen years or more, and-as April turned to May 
I said I wanted to have a look up there and asked 
if I needed any kind of pass to get into this site. 

“You can just drive right in and park wherever 
you want. There’s a booth at the entrance, but 
usually it is unmanned. It’s not a problem.” 

My wife and I drove up there on a Friday 
morning, two weeks before Memorial Day 
weekend. The unmanned entry booth was in 
need of repainting and repair, as were the locked- 
up country store and the police facility, and we 
went down the potholed roads and through the 
woods, passing a half-dozen trailers set up on 
camping sites, where people were about to rough 
it and pay $40 a night for the privilege. People 
sitting on aluminum folding chairs looked at us 
curiously as we drove along. More than a hundred 


other regular camping sites were unoccupied. 

You couldn’t miss the “glamping” site. Thirty 
sparkling new white tents had been set up on 
wooden platforms side-by-side in six rows, facing 
out onto the pebbly beach and the lapping waters 
of the bay beyond. Adjacent to these tents was a 
field where two much larger white tents were set 
up across from some luxury portable toilet and 
shower facilities. In between, on the lawn, was 
a fire pit and folding tables, chairs and couches. 
Nobody was there, so we walked around. 

‘Soon a car pulled up and we came to meet 
one of several employees who were bringing 
supplies out to this place, which was called Terra 
Glamping. And they explained how it all worked. 

One of the big tents was filled with lounge 
chairs, sofas, a phone-charger station, books, 
cards and board games. The other big tent was 
for a continental breakfast buffet that offered 
fresh pastries, cut fruit, yogurt, orange juice, 
coffee and granola. 
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There was yoga at dawn in the field, swimming, 
sunbathing and hiking activities during the day, 
music in the evening and a grilling area nearby— 
just bring your own. But no electricity or wifi. 
Evenings were by flashlight, with quiet time 
starting at 10 p.m. 

They told us we could look around, but please 
not to go into the tents, though we could look 
through the screened windows. Some tents had 
been rented, breakfast had been served, and 
those few people had gone off into town. 

We walked the beach and saw kayaks and 
paddling boards in racks. It was a very peaceful 
scene. There was beach access alongside the 
glamping for the regular campers to go to the 
beach. Stakes three feet high with clotheslines 
attached defined the glamping area. But people 
could go in and out. 

Some of the tents were open so you could look 
in. The furniture was luxurious, the double bed 
inviting, the rugs reminiscent of an African safari. 
Very nice indeed. Certainly a lovely getaway for 
hiking and kayaking and more. 

What I learned in investigating all this was 
how luxury glamping contrasted with the regular 
camping and how hard up the County Parks 
Department was for money, not just at Cedar Point 
but in every county facility it oversees. Repairs and 
improvements are needed everywhere. Budgets 
were created for the county to approve, which 
they did, but for years there has been a freeze on 
spending money on anything at all other than 
keeping the places they have open, Dick White 
told me, with just the lightest sprinkling of 
county employees imaginable. I had no idea the 
County Parks Department was so broke. 


One example of this, besides the decline of the 
facilities at Cedar Point, was what is happening 
to the Vanderbilt boathouse in Centerport. The 
Vanderbilt Mansion and grounds were taken over 
by the county in the 1940s, and the boathouse, 
a magnificent Victorian structure, is falling to 
ruin. They just didn’t have the funds to stop 
it. In recent years, the county has sold public 
properties it owns because it could not take care 
of them. They sold Long Wharfto

the Village of Sag Harbor. They 
sold the Shinnecock Inlet Marina, 
docks and parking facilities in 
Hampton Bays to the Town of 
Southampton. 

As for Cedar Point, White 
added, the country store closed 
and locked because the people 
running it were elderly and 
couldn’t manage it anymore.

Furthermore, attempts by the 
county to grant a “concession” 
for someone to run the store has had no takers. 
And amid all this, they began running a glamping 
facility at Cedar Point. They asked for competing 
bids, got a few, and took this one. The glamping 
company pays the county a monthly fee. 

During the summer, I had no occasion to go

ackee Sandelands-Strom, who moved to the

art. In addition to her painting, Sandelands- 
Strom is also a talented tattoo artist, inking 
dynamic and intricate work on clients. 


What was the inspiration for this piece? 

The inspiration for this painting was simply 
watching a bouquet of fresh roses start to wither. 
The way the petals started to curl and the tones 
started to change was beautiful and fascinating so 
I felt like I needed to paint it, delicately caressed 
by the hand that cared for it. 


Talk about your artistic process. 
I don’t really have much of an artistic process, 


or if I do, it’s too ingrained to realize it is a 
process. I am inspired by things on a daily basis, 
whether by their color or their texture, and 
when I sit to paint, I get excited just to try to 
accomplish the complexity of what I’ve seen. I 
pick my references—often I get photos on my cell 
phone of people out and about—and I keep them 
nearby while I start to try to capture the tones 
and textures of that experience. 


Tell. us about your art studio, The Keep. 

The Keep is -a collaborative studio with my 
husband, Tom Strom, who is an amazing artist 
and tattoo artist, and our good friend Elliott 
Wells, a very successful tattooer from England. 
We inspire and challenge each other daily to 
push the limits of all the creative outlets we have, 
and we have a good time doing it. We are based 
in Edinburgh, Scotland, although Tom and I 
are originally from America. I am a dual citizen 
between the U.S. and U.K. We have lived away 
from the States since 2014 and have been in 
Scotland since the beginning of 2017. 


How does your artistic process with fine art 
differ from tattoo art? 

The fine art process is a bit more freeing for 
me, as I paint what I want to paint, versus styling 
a tattoo specifically for someone. Other than 
that, my painting process doesn’t really compare 
to tattooing, I don’t think anyone would have

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Keith Leaf: Playing with Fite in Sag Hathor 


P eith Leaf grew up in the circus, but he ran 

away with a normal family in New York. This, 

unfortunately, was before he learned any circus 
skills.” 

Upon reading Leaf’s bio on his website, this 
shocking line quickly jumps out at the reader, 
raising many questions about Leaf’s. unique 
upbringing, but like much of his HarborFrost 
fire juggling show, it’s all in jest. The East 
Hamptonite’s first experience with the circus 
came when he was age seven and a juggler at the 
Third Avenue Street Fair tossed knives and balls 
around young Leaf, mesmerizing him with the 
tossing patterns and inspiring his burning desire 
to learn the skill. 

On a trip to New Zealand years later, 
Leaf met some fire performers that inspired 
him to purchase his first fire juggling device. 
He soon realized that juggling gave him a strange 
sense of peace. “I stopped meditating and reading 
books, and juggling became my meditation,” he 
explains. “I had to juggle three to eight hours 
a day—it was compulsive! If I didn’t do it, 
I’d be unhappy.” 

While attending Cabrillo College in California, 
Leaf founded the Juggling Club and served as its 
president for four years. Graduating with a degree 
in Philosophy/Religion, his circus education 
comes from the Coney Island Sideshow Workshop 
and MotionFest in Baltimore. During his days 
of working day jobs at Hamptons restaurants 
including La Superica, Sen and the Corner Bar, 


he was given the opportunity to perform his first 
street show at Mallory Square in Key West, and he 
has since performed at prestigious venues across 
the country, including the grand Metropolitan 
Opera House. In addition to being a travelling 
performer, he has also served as a senior artist 


and circus education specialist 
at the National Circus Project 
for 16 years, where he teaches 
children how to juggle, walk on 
stilts and perform other show- 
stopping skills. 

Leafs juggling shows have 
developed and expanded over 
time, now including a dynamic 
fire show, light-up show, partner 
show and comedy juggling that 
showcase his masterful control 
of knives, plungers, fire staffs, 
torches, flaming lassos, meteor 
ropes, Chinese yo-yos, tennis 
rackets, clubs; poi balls and more. 
“I’m not a technical juggler,” he 
clarifies. “There are people who 
juggle a whole bunch of things for a whole bunch 
of time—I’m more of a comedy juggler, but I’m 
skilled for a comedy juggler.” 

A longtime HarborFrost and HarborFest crowd- 
pleaser, Leaf began as an ambient juggler and stilt 
walker before graduating to one of the hottest 
events on the schedule. For HarborFrost 2020, 
he'll first engage kids by letting them try their

hand at basic plate spinning. Then his acclaimed 
fire juggling show begins, where flaming rackets, 
torches and staffs will fly as Leaf balances on 
a rolla bolla and cracks zinger after zinger. He 
may even light his pants on fire (on purpose, 
relax), and if guests are really lucky, he'll save 
an extra special trick for the 
Fiery Sensations fire dancing 
show that follows. 
“Sometimes I’m_ funny, 
sometimes I’m amusing,” he 
says. “Things that are funny 
make you laugh, and things 
that are amusing make you 
smile, but both bring joy 
into this world. So what I do 
is create something out of 
nothing. I stand in front of 
people, and I talk, tell jokes, 
put on music, juggle and I 
create an atmosphere of joy 
and happiness. This is very 
rewarding for me and for 


my audience.”
